So it would therefore appear that 
all the individual evidence in the 
mystery of Marshal Ney points in one 
direction, toward the fact that his | 
tory is mistaken when it declares that 
Michel Ney was executed on Decem 
ber 5, 1815, and that he reslly died 
in South Carolina, thirty-one years 
later, 

But, even granting this, there is 
still one more question which remains | 
unanswered: Why, if Peter Ney and 
Michel Ney were one and the same. 
did not the former marshal of France 
return to his native eountry when full 
and complete amnesty was granted to 
all political exiles?

Rattler Has No Chance 
With Little Mongoose 


What is perhaps the best-known» 
enemey of poisonous snakes is that 
furry, weasel-like creature, the mon- 
goose. It is really an ichneumon, and 
there are several varieties, one found 
in the south of Spain, another in 
Egypt, ‘and a third in India. It is 
easily tamed and will live in temper- 
ate as well as in hot climates. It kills 
and eats cobras, karaits and all kinds 
of snakes, and has lately been import- 
ed into the United States. In the 
Southwest rattlesnakes often take 
refuge in old gold and silver mines, 
and are a great danger to miners. 

It is now usual, when an old mine 
is to be reopened, first to let down a 


mongoose or two into the shaft and 
leave them there for a couple of days 
before the men go down. By that time 
any rattlesnakes which happened to 
be in the depths have been killed and 
eaten. 
Alphabet’s History 

The English alphabet came directly 

from the Latin. ‘The Romans bor- 


rowed it from the Greeks; the Greeks 
from the Phoenicians. It is not known 
whence the Phoenicians obtained their 


alphabet. It has been suggested that 


the 22 characters were adopted from 
the heiroglyphies of Egypt, the cunei- 
form characters of Babylon, or the 
symbols used by the Hittites or Cre- 
tans. A theory widely accepted today 
is that the Phoenicians, being great 
traders and therefore familiar with 
the various systems of writing, used 
by the nations dwelling around the 
Mediterranean, chose from them such 
symbols as they needed and thus 


compiled their own alphabet.

Famous Statuary Hall 


Senator Morrill’s Idea 

Justin Smith Morrill sted the 
plan of putting statues in the Capitol 
of prominent men from each state, 
The National Statuary hall, semieireu 
Yar in shape and designed by Latrobe, 
after a Greek theater, is one of the 
most beautiful rox of the Capitol. 
On the north side it has a colonnade 
of Potomae marble with white capi- 
tals, and a screen of similar columns 
on the south side supports a ‘noble 
arch. The domed ceiling, decorated 
after that of the Roman Pantheon, 
springs 57 feet to a cupola by which 
the room is lighted. Above the door 
leading from the rotunda is Franzoni’s 
historical clock. This room was the 
hall of representatives, and was the 
forum of debates by Webster, Clay, 
Adams, Calhoun and others whose 
nomes are indelibly associated With 
the history of congress. In 1864 at

B all want salads in sum- 

mer. They form a _ cool 

and refreshing part of the 
diet, and furnish mineral salts 
and vitamins beside acting as a 
whip to jaded appetites. But 
those jaded appetites are just the 
thing we have in mind. We want 
salads, but we want new salads 
with new tastes and colors as 
well as the old standbys which 
everyone likes. 


oewildering array of ingredients | 


can be used to make tempting 
salads. Here’s a hearty one to 
be served from a buffet table to 
people who come in hungry from 
outdoor sports: 

Turkey, Sweetbread and Pine- 
apple Salad: Toss together lightly 
one cup cold diced turkey, one cup 


/What are some of the things 
that can find a proper place in 
salads? The list is one of aston- 
ishing variety and length. It in- 
cludes not only vegetables and 
fruits, but meats, nuts, cheese, 
consommé, gelatin and fish. 


An Almost Endless Choice 


Among the vegetables which are 
served in modern salads are to- 
matoes, peas, cabbage, beets, 
string beans, asparagus, cauli- 
flower, potatoes, chickory, peppers, 
celery, artichokes, radishes, corn, 
onions, carrots, lettuce, parsley, 
spinach, cucumbers, capers and pi- 
mientos. 

Among the fruits are alligator 
pears, cherries, cranberries, 
oranges, grapefruit, hearts of 
palms, apples, pears, grapes, pine- 
apples, tes, watermelon, apri- 
cots, p2aches, cocoanut, olives, and 
ginger. 

The meats include turkey, chick- 
en, sweetbreads, tongue, ham and 
roast beef. 

The chief nuts used .are al- 
monds, walnuts, chestnuts and 
pecans, and the cheeses are Roque- 
fort, American and cream. 

Consommé, gelatin and marsh- 
mallows frequently form part of 
a summer salad, and the fish in- 
clude shrimp, crabs, iobster, tuna, 

salmon and sardines. 


, Some Meat Salads 


But let’s get specific and tell 
gome of the ways in which this 


cold. diced sweetbreads, one-half 
cup white grapes, skinned and 
seeded, and one-half cup diced 
pineappple. Season with salt and 


pepper, and moisten slightly with 
mayonnaise. Pile on a large chop 
plate or in a big salad bowl well 
garnished with lettuce. This re- 
cipe will serve eight. people. 
Financier’s Luncheon Salad: 
Cut cold rare roast beef in thin, 
small shavings, drain a can of 
stringiess beans, and slice one 
cucumber very thin. Marinate 


the meat, beans, cucumbers and 
some canned artichoke hearts 
separately in French dressing 


very thoroughly before serving. 


Then pile the beef in a lettuce 
leaf in center of plate, and sur- 
round with three small leaves 
holding a spoonful each of the 
three vegetables.

Salads Including Nuts 


Pea, Cheese and Nut Salad: 
Drain two cups of canned peas, 


and marinate thoroughly in one- 
fourth cup French _ dressing. 
Drain. Add one-half cup diced 


American cheese, and one-half 
cup chopped nuts, mix with 
mayonnaise, and serve on lettuce, 

Grapefruit and Almond Salad: 
Toss together lightly the contents 
of one No. 2 can grapefruit, one 
cup shredded blanched almonds, 
one-half cup chopped dates, one- 
fourth cup preserved ginger, and 
ene green pepper cut in rings. 
Dress with French dressing made 
with grapefruit juice instead of 
vinegar. Serve in lettuce nests 


and garnish with tiny hearts cut 
out of canned pimiento. 


A Fine Fruit Salad 


Witch Salad was devised for 
Hallowe’en, but it tastes equally 
good any other day in the year. 
To make it, mix one cup chopped 
apple, one cup chopped celery, and 
one-half cup chopped dates, and 
moisten well with mayonnaise. 
Arrange a mound of this mixture 
in the center of nests of shredded 
lettuce. Over each invert a half 
peach, rounded side up, from a 
No. 2% can of peaches. On each 
peach make a face, using whole 
cloves for eyes and nose and nar- 
row strips of canned pimiento for 
the mouth. Pass extra mayon- 
naise with the salad. This recipe 
will serve eight. 


Some Salmon Salads 


Salmon and Rice Salad with 
Deviled Eggs: Mix together very 
gently, so as not to mash, the 
contents of a No. 1 can of salmon, 
one cup boiled rice and one and 
one-half cups sliced celery. Ma- 
rinate fifteen minutes in French 
dressing. Add one_ tablespoon 
eapers, one-fourth cup chopped 
sweet pickles, and one-fourth cup 
sliced radishes, and moisten 
slightly with mayonnaise. Ar- 
range in a large bowl lined with 
lettuce, mark with mayonnaise, 
and arrange eight deviled egg 
halves around the edge. This re- 
cipe will serve eight. © 

Spiced Salmon in Cucumber 
Boats: Mash the contents of one 
large can of salmon. ‘Boil three- 
fourths cup vinegar, twelve whole 
cloves, twelve pepper-corns, six 
allspice berries and one-eighth 
teaspoon salt two minutes. Pour 
hot over the salmon, and let stand 
several hours. Drain and serve 
cold in cucumber boats, or on let- 
tuce garnished with sliced eucum- 
bers.
